Remember the algebra problems and Shakespeare's 
Hamlet in the first grade? Of course, you don’t. The inquiring 
mind of a first grader must be informed of the simple 
beginnings of learning that it can grasp and only by pro- 
gressive education will it ever be prepared to handle 
complex problems and literature. 3 

It seems everyone knows that man’s physical and mental 
capacities grow‘as his body and:his mind develop. Yet for too 
long we apparently attempted to cram all the grand basics of 
our faith into one little book and into a lot of tender minds and 
hearts. Sometimes all in one short year. 

AN OVERVIEW of any typical modern religious education 
series, however, reveals the fact that all the basics of our 
faith are included — but not all at once. They are offered to 
the students gradually and at times appropriate to his 
development. 

Perhaps — especially at the outset of a new school year — 
parents should realize that all the basics are available for 
their children, but only if they can taste the courses prepared 
for them each year of their development. 

Given enough time to grow and develop, we can swallow 
the sacred cow of religious truth and solve the complex 
problems of life.

Pessimism gone; delegates discuss ‘new image,’ direction of priesthood

THE VOCATIONS picture 
today is much more positive 
than it was two years ago. 
This is the strong impression 
coming from the five-day 
convention of the National 
Conference of Diocesan 
Vocation Directors being 
held this week in San Diego. 


“There is an entirely new 
image of the priesthood 


today,’’ said Father Neal © 


Dolan, vice-president of the 
conference and vocations 
director of the San Diego 
diocese, who is host. ‘The 
pessimism of a few years 
ago and the transition period 


following Vatican II are. 
behind us.” 
The convention, at the 


Hilton Inn, was attended by 
five bishops and more than 
150 priests from across. the 
United States. There were 
also several Sisters who 
work in the vocation field. 


THE MEETING’ was 
marked by short presen- 
tations on the detailed work 
of vocations directors, with 
no lengthy. formal speeches. 


“This is where we in- 
terchange our ideas in a 
practical | way,”’ said 


president of the. conference 
Father Jerry E. Hardy, 
archdiocese of Atlanta. 


Individual presentations 
included experiences from 
several San Diego diocesan 
priests working in vocations 
and on the seminary faculty. 

St. Francis Seminary 
faculty members’ don’t 
teach, but are ‘‘spiritual 
directors”’ in the training of 
seminarians, Father Frank 
Fawcett of St. Francis told 
the meeting. 

EACH PRIEST on_ the 
faculty, he said, has other 
diocesan apostolates away 
from the seminary and so 
‘brings to his work with 
seminarians a_ variety of 
ministries. 

As Spiritual directors, 
faculty members are in close 
personal contact with 
students, working with them 
at all stages of their training. 

Because of this one-to-one 
relationship and because 
seminarians themselves are 
involved in vocations work, 
the seminary becomes the 


“focal point’’ of religious 
vocations. 
SEMINARIANS take

programs for high school 
students interested in the 
priesthood and in retreats 
for college students. 


Father Fawcett, head of 
the diocese’s pre-seminary 
program and the temporary 
and permanent diaconates, 
was one of several speakers 
on the “identity and activ- 
ity” of directors. 


Underlining presentations 
on the role of a vocations 
director was the need for 
prayer and close 
collaboration with other 
priests. z 

THE GENERAL feeling 
among the delegates seemed 
to be that priestly vocations 
have a more optimistic 
future than they did a few 
years ago. 

‘In order to maintain 
sanity we’re driven back: to 
prayer and reliance on each 
other,’’ said Father Fawcett. 

Father Frank Muscolino of 
told’ his 
associates, ‘‘We must be 
Solid leaders to attract the 
other solid leaders we’re 
looking for.

— In interviews honesty is 
the best. policy, tell the 
candidate the truth, do not 
ignore sensitive areas in 


student’s life; one important . 


fact may encourage or 
discourage him from the 
priesthood. 


“— You don’t need any 
formal training to be a 
vocations director, but the 
experience of life is the best 
teacher. Train yourself to be 
what you are. Give witness 
to what you are and 
remember that you must 
have what is needed or you 
wouldn’t have been called by 
the Holy Spirit. 

— Bring members of Serra 
clubs into the work of a 
vocations director. Serrans 
do want to promote 
vocations and want 
leadership and guidance. 

— Priests don’t come down 
from heaven; they’re raised 
from the community and 
therefore all the community 
is involved. — from the 
bishop on down. A bishop 
should be kept well informed 
so he will be able to speak 
about vocations to the 
priesthood frequently. 


— Communicate your 
enthusiasm for the ministry 
to seminarians and _ to 
members of parish councils 
getting them involved in 
fostering vocations. 


— Perhaps more use of the 
secular — as well as 
religious — press should be 
made but avoid pushing the 
“panic button.”

Priests take full-day 


PRIESTS KNOW that future priests must 
come from the youth of America. So it was 
only natural that diocesan vocation direc- 
tors should devote a full day to a close 
examination of youth culture. 


The priests, from almost every diocese of 
the United States, make up the National 
Conference of Diocesan Vocation Directors 
which works closely with the U.S. bishops’ 
committee on vocations. 

More than 150 diocesan directors spent 
Wednesday this week exploring the impact 
on youth that some spiritual and cultural 
trends are making. 


THEY FOCUSED on pentecostalism, the 
diocesan Search for a Christian Maturity 
weekend programs, religiously-oriented 
groups such as Teen Challenge for drug 
rehabilitation and Campus Life, and the 
Hare Krishna or Eastern meditation 
movement, and drugs vs spirituality.

Shopping around for Mass 


In the ten years since the Second Vatican Council 
was convened we have lived through an_un- 
precedented time of change in the world and our 
Church. Is it any wonder that we are bewildered? 
Some Catholics, in an endeavor to find their liturgical 
level during the changes have shopped around for a 
Mass that ‘‘turns them on.” 


And what a variety to choose from. Liturgical 
reform was the subject of the first Vatican II decree — 
following nearly 20 years of preliminary work. It set 
the tone, as Father Rouse points out on page 7. The 
only trouble was that reform was interpreted by some 
as wild change, and the variety of Mass style at times 
rivalled the famous Heinz 57. 


Let us hope we are now entering a more sober and 
serious era of worship, throwing out the things that 
distract and irritate, but keeping the true beauty of the 
eucharistic feast, the Word and Christian community. 


Shopping around for a Mass has always seemed to 
me to be the antithesis of ‘“‘belonging.”’ If we have to go 
outside our community for our central act of worship 
perhaps the fault lies in our own hearts. 


Some blame may also be attached to those priests 
who, with considerable variations from the Church’s 
approved style, provided a ‘‘happening’”’ and not a 
Mass. They misled some younger people into believing 
the proper Mass is not “‘their thing.’’ The Velveteen 
Rabbit is no substitute for St. Paul’s epistles. Neither 
is Khalil Gabran a substitute for Christ in the Gospel. 
And please let’s rid ourselves of the notion that anyone 
with a $5 guitar, anda breathy voice and a microphone 
constitutes a folk Mass. 


Mobile Masses? 


Perhaps in days to come and priests are scarce, we 
shall soe mobile Mass centers instead of fixed church- 
es. I’ve seen plenty in mission territories in Africa. 
The one in this picture is in Ireland, of all places. Not a 
Mass center, but a Baptist minister’s idea of bringing 
his mission to‘the people of County Kildare, with a 
particular appeal to summer visitors to resort areas. 
The day of the Churchmobile is here. 


GMC Gothic? 


What love really means 


In a similar way to liturgy the word love has been 
abused in recent years. Its interpretations have been 
as widely varied as those of the word freedom. A TV 
ad tells us that “when you say love— you’ve said it 
all.” 

As Dr. James P. Shannon, former auxiliary bishop 
of Minneapolis, said recently, it covers everything 
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from the love of Jesus Christ on Calvary, the subject 
matter of pornographic movies, the intimate union of 
husband and wife, 
children at Woodstock and so on. 

He suggests we declare a moratorium on use of 
‘Jove’ and use, instead, ‘‘words which say precisely 
what we mean about concern, affection, generosity, 
esteem, benevolence, kindness, compassion, and the 
selfless service of the needs of others.” 


Who is to blame? 


Dr. Harry Collins of La Jolla, writes regarding my 
report here recently about the songs requested at 
weddings (‘‘What kind of fool am I” and “The Old 
Gray Mare”). He rightly wonders who allowed these 
travesties to take place and says such songs make a 
mockery of the sacrament of matrimony. 

One of the big troubles, of course, is that matrimony 
and baptism are two sacraments which many people 
still regard as social occasions and not sacraments. 
Ask any priest about the heartbreak he suffers as he 
prepares people for both. Many couples just couldn’t 
care less about the sacramental aspects. They just 
want the church social occasion. 


Noise pollution 


The apartment is very pleasant, with all modern 
conveniences. The swimming pools, sauna, tennis and 
other recreational facilities are top class. The view 
over two golf courses,. towards the site of the first 
settlement and church in San Diego, magnificent. But 
noise pollution has driven us out. 

What was once a quiet lane called Friars Road, after 
our Franciscans, has become a 55 mph thoroughfare 
day and night and the sound is just too much for 
peaceful living. So we are moving to a back block of 
the same complex, minus view, minus noise. Progress 
or recession? 


Time will tell 


I see Time magazine took a similar view of the Hill 
of Hope business as we did in the Southern Cross. They 
picked up the news from our pages, of course. What I 
can’t help thinking about this whole project is: who 
needs a basilica on top of a hill? Who needs another 
seminary in these days of reduced vocations? Who 
wants a hospital on top of a hill when we are already 
overstocked with beds, and a new VA hospital in that 
area threatenes to flood the market? 


Short thoughts 


So we pay $15 million in taxes for abortions in 
California, where 41 per cent of these operations are 
state aided. It’s tempting to be like Dorothy Day and 
withhold withholding tax until they tell us the money is 
being spent for better things. That 3,000 per cent in- 
crease in abortions over five years is what some of us 
forecast, and were laughed at for our prophecy. 


In a book due for publication October 23, Norman 
Cousins says Pope John XXIII died of cancer. I had 
not seen that published before, though it was evident 
his physical condition deteriorated in his last year on 
earth. Cousins, now editor of World magazine, for- 
merly of Saturday Review, has written The Im- 
probable Triumvirate as ‘‘an asterisk’? to history 
made between President Kennedy, Pope John ‘and 
Premier Krushchev, in which Cousins was the in- 
termediary. Fascinating reading.

Vatican II and us 


We have the good fortune to be living as 
Catholics, as Christians, in the period 

following the Second Vatican Council. 

There have been few more challenging times in 
Church or world history. The age of ‘‘future 
shock”’ calls for faith which is rooted in the 
right soil. 

Vatican IT provided the soil. What have we done 
with our faith? Have we uprooted it, forced 
into a state of shock by our own reluctance to 
accept the ideas of Vatican II? 

Have we allowed our faith to die on the vine, 
believing that the vine of Christ was damaged 
by the conclave of bishops? 

Or have we renewed our faith, in the spirit of 
Pope John XXIII, Pope Paul VI and the 2,500 
bishops who, through those years of sessions, 
formulated the 16 documents which proclaim 
new concepts of faith for today. Have we even 
looked at the decrees? 


How many of us have tried seriously to practice 
what our faith preaches in today’s changing, 
challenging world? 

As the decade of Vatican II passes into history 
we each have to examine our own part in that 
history. What are we doing about the future — 
of our faith and the world in which we live?

Religion impresses some as an egotistical system of 
rewards and punishments, a kind of bargain with God. Yet in 
the religion of ancient Israel there is no technical word for 
“merit” in the sense of being a reward for a good action. 
Where the word is used it is understood metaphorically, 
austere in its secular implications, and devoid of political 
leverage. 

On the other hand, the notion of retribution is quite strong, 
‘Say to those whose hearts are frightened: Be strong, fear 
not! Here is your God, he comes with vindication; With 
divine recompense he comes to save you.”’ (Isaiah 35:4) 

It seems that in repaying the wicked man God keeps a 
strict account, but to the man God loves, to the virtuous man, 
the relationis one of gratuitous abundance. ‘‘The just man’s 
recompense leads to life, the gains of the wicked, to sin.” 
(Proverbs 10:16) ‘‘The fear of the Lord prolongs life, but the 
years of the wicked are brief.’’ (Proverbs 10:27) ‘‘Truthfu’ 
lips endure forever, the lving tongue, for only a moment.” 
(Proverbs 12:19) Most fundamentally the gift of life is a 
sense of security that evil cannot sway. 

It began when God promised the destruction of the power of 
the devil who had tricked man out of the Garden of Eden. 
Next God promised posterity to Abraham, then a deeper hold 
on life by means of the law through Moses, a kingdom 
through David and his descendents, and finally eternal life 
through Christ. 

It is difficult to make a deal with someone who gives you 
every moment and movement of your life. We have nothing 
to give in return that we did not receive in the first place.

Their need of us 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
..about the unspoken and often 
unrealized debt we owe to. others 
simply because they are there and need 
us. 


Sometimes, far too often in fact, the 
pressures of work or personal 
_problems seem to encompass and close 
in on us. Without being fully aware of it, 
we find we have lost contact with 
people who once meant something to 
us, or to whom we mean something. 


It is then that we realize again and 
again, how self-engrossment —that 
turning inwards to our own needs and 
problems, the pre-occupation with 
ourselves— denies what is best in us 
and of most service to the world. 


WE MAY FEEL perfectly happy and 
fulfilled enough, being “‘busy’’ doing 
our own thing. We may give little or no 
thought to what others might need or 
expect from us. But this does not 
remove their need, nor our respon- 
sibility to meet it. 


Recently a friend I had not seen for 
months turned to me in a chance en- 
counter to say, quite simply, “I must 
speak to you.” When we talked 
together, I was shaken by her need and 
the realization that my opinion and 
advice were of considerable im- 
portance to her. 


“You are one I can talk to,”’ she said. 
In the event I had depressingly little 
advice to give, but she was cheered and 
strengthened. Needing to talk out her 
trouble, she believed I could help, and, 
believing, she had indeed been helped. 


SO OFTEN I seem to allow weeks or 
even months to pass without contacting 
old friends or those who I know live 
lives of loneliness. It is not the love that 
is lacking, I assure myself, merely the 
thought. 


Yet I know, if love is there, the 
thought is also there. We are so very 
conscious in our own needs of the 
importance of those to whom we can 
turn and expect a willing ear, sym- 
pathy and understandng. 


We need to understand that this 
should also be our role to others. By the

simple nature of his calling, a Christian 
has a real duty to preserve his avail- 
ability to his friends, his family, 
or for that matter, acquaintances. 


WE ARE NEVER free to walk alone. 
Weare linked by the bonds of Christian 
brotherhood to everyone with whom we 
come in contact. We must be to them 
what they need us to be, whether we 
like it or not —as long as our integrity is 
not threatened. 


The difficulty, of course, is dif- 
ferentiating between their wishes and 
their needs. They may want us per- 
missive and need us firm. Or demand a 
ready-made solution to their troubles 
when they need to find it themselves. 


And, as always, there is the trap of 
vanity. We are so easily flattered into 
believing that we are more than we 
are! But if we are to take our Christian 
vocation seriously, and every Christian 
has that imperative, we cannot escape 
the duty of preserving an openness 
and availability towards others. 


IN HIS PRIESTHOOD, the priest 
dedicates his life to the principle of 
being always available to his people. 
For the lay person there are restric- 
tions. Work and family make 
legitimate demands that must. be met 
and discretion must dictate the 
priorities. 


But whatever they may be, they 
should not be allowed to limit totally 
our accessibility to others. 


Our lives are interwoven in the woof 
and warp of the fabric of mankind. 
However remote, however _ in- 
comprehensible it’ may seem, we 


reflect and radiate off our fellowmen: 


and as we draw from them, so they 
must be able to tap us. 


THERE IS A KIND of universal 
motion, a movement of giving and 
receiving, point and counterpoint, that 
builds the rhythm of life and molds its 
people. 


Willy nilly, we must move in unison; 
meeting, guiding, holding, releasing, 
supporting, leaning, in and out, each 
one a vital thread in the evolving 
pattern of salvation of mankind.

Talking Point 


Vatican II: Refreshing breeze or destructive hurricane? 


By Father Warren Rouse, OFM 


The Second Vatican Council was convoked 
10 years ago. Its impact has been quickly 
felt throughout the world — within the 
- Catholic Church and outside of it. In this 
article Father Rouse considers some of the 
council’s more noticeable effects. 


FOR MOST PEOPLE, mention of Vatican II 
conjures up visions of altars facing the people, 
the phenomenon of “liturgical” love-ins, 
groups of youngsters twanging their poorly 
tuned guitars in the sanctuary, and the sub- 
stitution of the haunting sonorities of the Latin 
language for a dubious and prosaic English 
translation. 

The impetus, or at least permission, for these 
innovations can easily be traced to the first 
document formulated by the council: the Con- 
stitution on the Sacred Liturgy, promulgated 
on December 3, 1963. From an_historico- 
liturgical point of view, however, it simply rep- 
resents the culmination of efforts begun in 
1909 and encouraged in later years by Pope 
Pius XII, especially by his encyclical, Mediator 
Dei, 1947. 

What is of enormous importance and not 
generally known is that this constitution 
marked a decisive turning point for the 
remainder of Vatican II. This calls for a brief 
explanation. 

BEFORE AND DURING the opening ses- 
sions, it was an open secret that a minority of 
the hierarchy were zealously determined to 
make the best of a bad situation. They saw no 
use for a council but were forced to humor the 
naivete of Pope John XXIII. On the other hand, 
the majority of bishops came to the Eternal 
City curious, possibly bewildered, but open to 
the promptings of the Spirit. 

Prior to the opening sessions, various sub- 
commissions had been appointed to prepare 
“nosition papers” on a number of vital topics. 
Only the commission on liturgy had done its 
homework and this is why — from a human 
point of view — the council first addressed 
itself to the renewal of public worship. 


It was during the deliberations on the con- 
stitution on the liturgy that several remarkable 
things happened. In the first place, the com- 
mission was shocked, dumbfounded and angry 
when the paper they had prepared and submit- 
ted through proper channels was read on the 
floor. They could not recognize it as their own. 


ACCORDING TO Father Bonifaas Lukzyx, a 
peritus (adviser) involved in the preparation 
of the proposed constitution, the conservative 
element had made radical changes in an 
attempt to preserve the status quo in worship. 


Father Lukzyx has described this period of 
the council as an exhibition of “dirty politics.” 
But he adds that the victory over the conserva- 
tives changed the course of the council and, 
once and for all, broke the stranglehold of the 
Roman traditionalists. 

The constitution itself is interesting on two 
scores. First, the style and tone studiously 
avoided the vague and somewhat pompous 
flavor of Latin terms and adopted a style that 
can only be described as biblical and patristic 
— simple, direct and humble. 


SECONDLY, the fathers seriously meant it 
when they said: ‘For the liturgy tis made up 
ofimmutable elements divinely instituted, and 
of elements subject to change. These not only 
may but ought to be changed with the passage 
of time if they have suffered from the intrusion 
of anything out of harmony with the inner 
nature of the liturgy or have become unsuited 
to it.” (No.21)

In the implementation of this directive, the 
Council of Trent was not invoked as the final 
authority but, rather, the spirit and practice 
of the early Church. 


This same spirit pervades the other 15 docu- 
ments of the council. Almost two years after 
the Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy, the 
fathers addressed themselves to the Church in 
the modern world with this preface: “This 
Second Vatican Council, having probed more 
profoundly into the mystery of the Church, now 
addresses itself without hesitation, not only to 
the sons of the Church and to all who invoke 
the name of Christ, but to the whole of human- 
ity.” 

THEN THERE WAS the _ disconcerting 
Decree on Ecumenism which shattered prece- 
dent and threw the doors wide open for intel- 
ligent cooperation and dialogue between 
Catholics and other faiths. As the fathers 
bluntly observed: “We must get to know the 
outlook of our separated brethren.” 
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The Second Vatican Council, which was 
forecast by Pope John XXIII on Jan. 25, 1959, 
was held in four sessions in St. Peter’s Basilica.

Pope John convoked it and opened the first 
session, which ran from Sept. 11 to Dec. 8, 
1962. 

Following John’s death on June 3, 1963, 
Pope Paul VI reconvened the council for the 
other three sessions which ran from Sept. 29 
to Dec. 4, 1963; Sept. 14 to Nov. 21, 1964; 
Sept. 14 to Dec. 8, 1965. 

A total of 2,860 Fathers participated in 
council proceedings, and attendance at meet- 
ings varied between 2,000 and 2,500. For 
various reasons, including the denial of exit 
from Communist-dominated countries, 274 
Fathers could not attend. 


The council formulated and promulgated

In the wake of these and the other documents 
of Vatican II, it is obvious that the newly 
experienced freedom of Catholics has pro- 
duced results that are both good.and bad. 


So the orginal question remains: Was Vati- 
can Ila refreshing breeze or a destructive hur- 
ricane? The answer will depend on one’s fun- 
damental theology of the Church, ‘so well 
described by a recent writer, Wes Seeliger, 
who humorously but pointedly uses the “wild 
west” to illustrate two opposite views. 


FOR SEELIGER, there are the settlers — 
people who see life as a possession to be 
carefuly guarded. The pioneers see life as a 
fantastic, wild, explosive gift. 


In “Settler Theology,” he says, “The church 
is the courthouse. Within the thick courthouse 
walls records are kept, taxes collected, trials 
held for bad guys. The courthouse runs the 
town. It is the settler’s symbol of law, order, 
stability, and most important — security. The 
mayor’s (God’s) office is on the top floor. His 
eagle eye scopes out the smallest details of 
town life.” 


In “Pioneer Theology,” however, ‘the 
church is the covered wagon. It is a house on 
wheels — always on the move. No place is its 
home. The covered wagon is where the 
pioneers eat, sleep, fight, love and die. It bears 
the marks of life and movement — it creaks, 
is scarred with arrows, bandaged with bailing 
wire. 


“THE COVERED wagon is always where the 
action is. It moves in on the future and doesn’t 
bother to glorify its own ruts. The old wagon 
isn’t comfortable, but the pioneers could care 
less. There is a new world to explore.” 


He may well be quite right.

should use professionals, says author 


NEW YORK — It’s time for the Catholic 
Church to use professional fund-raisers and 
not be afraid to ask people for more money, 
the author of a book on Church finances 
believes. 

“Perhaps better planning and closer 
attention to economic truths, not myths, 
could have averted the crisis. That’s not for 
me to say,”’ James Gollin, author of Worldly 
Goods, told delegates to the fifth annual 
National Catholic Development Conference. 

“But one thing does seem clear,’’ he said. 
“If the Catholic Church is to weather its 
current economic crisis, turn its corner and 
go on to thrive, its official attitudes must 
change. 

“BISHOPS AND chancellors and vicars- 
general, religious superiors and university 
presidents must overcome the ancient 
antipathy of senior churchmen toward the 
specialists who know — or who can find out 
— how and where money is to be raised.’’ 

Gollin questioned a statement which he 
said he “‘must have heard 100 times from 
high officials who were defending the 
bazaar-raffle-bingo methods they used to 
raise money: ‘We’re the Church of the poor. 
We can’t ask our people for more money 
than they’re giving.’”’ 

“At the risk of being rude, I must say this 
is nonsense,’’ he said. ‘‘No Church deserves 
more praise than does the Catholic Church 
for helping the poor. But the vast majority of 
the laity in this country is not poor... ”’ 

HOWEVER, HE SAID the laity is no 
longer content (if they ever were) to ‘‘pray, 
pay and obey.” He said today’s giver or 
potential donor seems to be anything but 
“blithely ready to part with his dollars, tax 
deductible or not.” 

He said institutions must be prepared to 
give donors answers to recurring questions: 
“What will my contributions be used for? 
How can I have some recognition, even 
some say in the governance of the in- 
stitutions or the program in return for my 
support. 

“If the answers aren’t forthcoming, it’s 
amazing how often the contributions aren’t 
either.”’ 

Prospective donors should have an opp- 


portunity to become involved in the ac- 
tivities of the organization and gain an 
“‘inside’’ view of its operations, he said. 
“DURING THE SIX years of travel and 
interviewing and research that went into 
Worldly Goods, I kept making one discovery 
that startled me,” he said, “the discovery 
that few Catholics really understood the 
functioning of their own Church.” ; 


Gollin said one of the most serious short- 
comings of the amateur fund raising 
campaign is a lack of knowledge about the 
economic status of the laity who are the 
potential donors. 


‘Indeed,’ he said, ‘‘one of the most 
shocking facts I discovered about 
managerial life in the Church is how little is 
known about the Catholic laymen; how few 
surveys or other approaches to such 
knowledge have ever been sanctioned; how 
fearful officialdom seems to be of finding 
out,”’ 

AT THE SAME time, however, Gollin 
stressed the responsibility of professional 
development officials to be worthy of the 
confidence of those they serve. He said the 
“‘begetting sin’’ of professionals was 
cynicism, both about the cause and the 
givers themselves. 


“When the amateur is mistrustful and the 
professional cynical, it’s hard to see how the 
cause can succeed,”’ he said. 

Gollin, a non-Catholic who spent six years 
in research for his book, said that the 
mistrust of professionals ‘“‘seems like the 
occupational illness of the bishops and 
religious superiors and other high church 
officials I’ve encountered.”’ 


THE AUTHOR concluded, in a chapter 
on the wealth of the U.S. Catholic Church, 
that is is ‘‘perhaps the least efficient in- 
vestment institution in the country.” 


Gollin held that the wealth of the Catholic 
Church was highly exaggerated, and 
because of the stubborn myth subscribed to 
by many Catholics and non-Catholics, ‘‘the 
severity of the economic crisis is un- 
derestimated and the consequences are 
misunderstood.”

Bishops’ panel urges pastoral council 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
The 50-member Advisory 
Council of the U.S. Catholic 
bishops has reaffirmed its 
conviction that a National 
Pastoral Council would be 
“highly desirable’ for the 
Church within the next few 


years. 
The council suggested 
“ongoing study and 


research”? being conducted 
by its steering committee 
would be valuable data for 
any discussion by Vatican 
agencies concerning such 
national pastoral bodies. 
Last year, the American 
bishops approved a report by 
the Advisory Council which 
said a national pastoral 
council was ‘‘not im- 
mediately feasible.”’ 


- HOWEVER, the report 
recommended steps leading 
toward the creation of such a 
body within the next several 
years. 

Vatican II made no ex- 
plicit provision for such 
councils, but did authorize 
pastoral. councils on the 
diocesan level. Fifty-seven 
U.S. dioceses have such 
councils and 69 are planning 
them. 


Reports from Rome say 
that the Vatican 
Congregation for the Clergy, 
headed by Cardinal John J. 
Wright, is preparing norms 
for national councils. 

SOME REPORTS indicate 
that doubt exists as to 
whether such councils can fit 
the Church structure. 


27th Amendment threatens 
family stability, report warns 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — An 
ad hoc committee of the U.S. 
Catholic bishops’ conference 
warned in a report on the 
proposed 27th Amendment — 
which provides equal rights 
for men and women — that 
the amendment’s ‘‘doc- 
trinaire character’ may 
destroy the unity necessary 
for family stability. 


“Many laws rested firmly 
in our culture and 
civilization will be subject to 
attack in the legislatures and 
in the courts,” the report by 
the Committee on Women in 
Society and the Church 
observed. 


‘Some (laws) will be 
modified, others invalidated. 
The impact on our social 
structure will be  sub- 
stantial.” 


COPIES OF the report, 
along with a letter from the 
committee chairman Arch- 
bishop Leo C. Byrne of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis, were sent 
to every U.S. bishop. 


In the letter, Archbishop 
Byrne emphasized the 
“urgent need for ending 
prejudice against women at 
many levels of society’”’ and 
he expressed the com- 
mittee’s opposition to 
‘Jegislation and _ practices 
which discriminate against 
women.” 


However, he said the 
committee found ‘‘certain 
difficulties inherent’’ in the 
proposed amendment which 
was adopted by the 92nd 
Congress and ratified so far 
by 20 states. 
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But the Advisory Council 
said a National Pastoral 
Council will fit the con- 
stitutional structure of the 
Church.
